Permits will not be necessary
for drive-in theater screens un-

ing ranges, music shells, night
clubs, race tracks of all kinds,
recreational clubs of all kinds,
riding academies, rodeos, roller
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within the structure, but other
construction at drive-in theaters
will come under the regulation.

Restrictions will not apply to
sidewalks, driveways, bridges,
lightifig systems and similar con-
struction items even though they
are to be used in connection with
amusement, recreational or en-
tertainment projects.

The installation of air condi-
tioning equipment, bars, bowling
alleys, furnaces; lighting equip-
ment, marquees, panelling, ven-
tilating equipment, plumbing
and certain other types of equip-
ment will be covered by the reg-
ulation providing they are nailed,
screwed, bolted, connected or ce-
mented to the building or in-
stalled on'a base built for the
particular item.

Installation of bookcases,
booths, partitions and ' similar
items is covered only if they are
attached as a part of a structure
in such a way that they cannot
be removed without damage.

The new regulation. also pro-
{vides steps that the builder or
lowner of “dwelling units. must
take to ‘make certain that the
units are offered in good faith
to veterans during. the periods
of veterans preference. They are:

1 A placard or sign must be
posted in front of the dwelling
or in a conspicuous location on
the building site, It must con-
tain the rent or sales price of
the unit, the fact that it is
|offered for sale or rent exclu-
sively to veterans during the 30-
day period, and the name and
address of the person authorized
to sell or rent the “init. "This
| provision ilar to the previ-
ous regulation. &

i 2-Unl Iready sold or rented
| to veterans, the dwellings must
| be publicly advertised for sale or
| rent exclusively to veterans or
their families, on at ldast 3 days
inluring the first 20 days of the
30-day period. The advertisement
| must be carried in a newspaper
of general circulation in the com-
munity where the housing ac-
commodations. are located. The
advertisement must contain the
same information as is required
for the postal placard or sign.
\ The veterans preference re-
quirements do not apply to the
| sale of housing units solely for
liu\‘(-stmont purposes, but the
| purchaser is required' to comply
| with veterans preference.in the
rental or sale of the units.

The only other exceptions to
the veterans preference require-
ments are disaster . cases, judi-
| cial sales and for ‘occupancy by

building service employees (as
}in an’ apartment building).

Construction Limitations
Construction’ permits must be
| obtainéd by all persons planning
to build any type of structures,
whether public or private, to be
used for amusement, recreation

trols over all other types of con-
struction are abolished under the
new act.

All applications for amusement,
recreation or entertainment pro-
jects will be sent directly to

Vashington, where they will be
acted upon by the Non-Residen-
tial Construction branch, Office
of the Housing Expediter.

OHE's field construction of-
fices are being discontinued, but
application blanks (Forms OHE
14-171) will be available in these
offices until approximately July
31, and will ‘also be available in
the 600 OHE Area Rent Offices
throughout the country.

The new construetion limita-
tion regulation (CLR) replaces
VHP-1, which had been in effect
since March 26, 1946, VHP-1 was
revoked simultaneously with the
issuance of the construction limi-
tation regulation, except that any
VHP-1 authorizations already is-
sued for work covered by the
new regulation remain in full
force and effect.

This meaps that' anyone al
ready authorized under VHP-1 tu
do work on a recreational or
amusement project may continue
the work, and also means that
he is still bound by the restric.
tions of the VHP-1 authoriza-
tion. Revocation of VHP-1 does
not affect any compliance action
for past violations of VHP-1,
